THE GLEN COVE STORY 


Nestled in the foothills of the Catskill Mountains on the historic Sus- 
quehanna River, the Glen Cove Farms make a picturesque setting for the 
large pedigreed herds of Shorthorn and Holstein cattle developed by the 
Wordens. 


The present homestead which is over one hundred years old was pur- 
chased in 1936 by W. H. Worden after operating the farm on a share basis 
for some twenty-five years. It consisted then of approximately 700 acres 
of land and 75 head of dairy cattle of which only a few were registered. 


About 1938 Lewis Worden went into partnership with his father, and 
they started the development of the present day Holstein herd. This rela- 
tionship terminated in 1949 with Mr. Worden’s death, and the present part- 
nership, Worden Bros., Lewis and Clarence, was created. 


Since 1949 some 700 acres of land have been added to Glen Cove 
Farms, the Holstein herd has been increased to 225 head, all registered, 
and the herd average has reached a high of 540 pounds fat and 15,000 
pounds of milk. 


In 1952 the present Shorthorn herd was established mainly to better 
utilize the large acreage and to diversify the operation into a more practi- 
cal unit. Once again a love for good cattle made it a necessity to find the 
finest cattle available. The knowledge gained during a lifelong experience 
with cattle and farming plus youth and enthusiasm has brought the Wor- 
dens to their present successful position in the Shorthorn business. 


In 1958 Clarence made his first trip to Scotland and purchased one fe- 
male, Bapton Crocus Tenley, and requested that she be mated to Bapton 
Roan Robin. The resulting calf born in 1959 was Glen Cove Cairnbrogie. 
The value of this transaction to Glen Cove Farms can never be estimated. 
The show record established by Glen Cove Cairnbrogie has been equalled 
by few bulls and was climaxed by his winning the International Supreme 
Champion and All American two-year-old awards. Today he stands at 
Glen Cove with as great a potential as any sire the breed has ever pro- 
duced. 


Many outstanding females have been added to the herd both imported 
and home bred. The herd’s zenith was reached in February with the pur- 
chase of the entire Hi Ho herd, long recognized as the leading herd of 
Shorthorns in the East. Louada Nugget, whose first calves have stamped 
him as a top breeding bull, was acquired with the herd. Five weeks later 
he became the American Record Price Shorthorn Bull when a one-third 
interest was sold to Dave and Pat Lorenz, K. C. Farms, for $12,000.00. 
Since then the progeny of Louada Nugget have been acclaimed “outstand- 


ing” by visitors from all over North America. 


The success story reached a new high in June when the first Nugget 
son born on Glen Cove soil, Glen Cove Climax, sold at a high figure to 
Louada Manor Farms, Peterborough, Ontario. 


It is the sincere desire and ambition of the Glen Cove organization to 
be instrumental in the further development of Shorthorns, the largest beef 
breed in the world. It is the Wordens’ hope that some day their lines of 
breeding will be so potent that every Shorthorn pedigree in America will 
contain the name of Glen Cove.

The ex- 
pense of freight in such cases is to be paid by the seller. If the animal 
is then proven to be a breeder beyond doubt, it shall be returned to 
the purchaser at his expense. In case of dispute the return of the full 
purchase price, without interest, to the buyer will be considered full 
settlement and satisfaction of all claims. No charge for feed or main- 
tenance shall be made by either buyer or seller. Salvage shall go to 
the seller. It shall be understood that the same guarantee given for 
the first animal shall likewise apply to any later substituted.
